Reasons for excisions: 


The publication comprises a block of sexually explicit material recorded from Sky 
Television’s adult channels, submitted on DVD for classification purposes. Three excisions 
were required to remove degrading, dehumanising, and demeaning sexual content which 
would otherwise cause the publication to be classified as objectionable.

Summary of reasons for decision: 

The publication is one of a batch of four publications submitted for classification by the 
Department of Internal Affairs’ Censorship Compliance Unit on behalf of the Secretary for 
Internal Affairs, under sl3(l)(b) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 
1993. It comprises a block of material recorded from Sky Television’s adult channels, 
submitted on DVD for classification purposes. The recorded material consists of numerous 
scenes and clips of explicitly depicted sexual activity intended for the sexual arousal of adult 
viewers. 

The Classification Office recommended that three excisions be made to remove degrading, 
dehumanising, and demeaning sexual content which would otherwise cause the publication 
to be classified as objectionable. 

The publication’s depictions of sexual activity between adults are very formulaic overall. The 
structure of most scenes tends to reflect somewhat sexist attitudes held about male and 
female sexual roles. The most problematic content appears within two scenes in particular. 
This content normalises aggressive sexual behaviour targeted at and endured by women, and 
emphasises male sexual gratification and female passivity and servility. Along with borderline 
content presented within the wider compilation of sexually explicit material, this content is 
likely to cause injury to the public good by affecting even adult viewers’ sexual expectations, 
attitudes and behaviours. 

The Classification Office determined that if this strongest material were removed, through 
three short excisions, the publication would be classified as objectionable except if the 
availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years, 
because of its potential to have a harmful effect on the development of children and young 
persons’ sexual behaviour and attitudes. 

The right to freedom of expression as affirmed by the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
is always a consideration when classifying any publication. Where the availability of a 
publication is likely to be injurious to the public good, a restriction on its availability, 
including when necessary a classification of objectionable, is a reasonable limitation on this 
right. With the inclusion of the most highly degrading, dehumanising and demeaning sexual 
conduct, a classification of objectionable is a reasonable and justifiable limitation on the right 
to freedom of expression, when weighing up the risk of injury. With it removed, a restriction 
on the availability of the material to adults is a sufficient and proportionate response to the 
risk of injury to the public good. 

Sky Television have agreed to these excisions, confirming that should they decide to 
rebroadcast this content in the future, the excisions will be made prior to any broadcast.
